White Dome Oeyaer TeUowatono Park. 


*^A mile and a half from the Fountain 
Hotel, and easily reached by bicycle, 
tourist wagon, or by walking, lies a 
hidden ba^n full of nature’s caprices. 
At the entrance, as if on guard, stands 
the immaculate White Dome. A ione 
approaches, he almost expects to he 
challenged and asked for a countersign. 
If such a challenge is given it 1» in a 
curious fashion, in the form of a geyser 
eruption, for the White Dome is a gey­ 
ser. It is not unlike the Casitle Geyser, 
or the White Pyramid of the Upper 
Geyser Basin. The geyser is a very 
white, rather dome-shaped 
iriound, 
built up from the secretions of its 
waters, and is the most conspicuous 
feature of the locality. It id perhaps 25 
feet high, with a circumference at the 
base of 75 or 100 feet. Its eruptlonH corao 
at intervals of from twenty to forty-live 
minutes, being somewnat irregular, 
and the water is thrown to a height of 
from ten to twenty-five feet.”

Washington, July 26.—The most im­ 
portant piece of legislation, outside of 
the tariff bill, enacted by- congress at 
the extra session waa the amendment 
to the general deficiency bill, limiting 
the coat of armor plate for the three 
new battleshlpa to $300 per ton. In caao 
the secretary of the navy should find It 
Impossible to make contracts for armor 
within rthe price fixed he was authoriied 
by this provision to take stepa to ea- 
tablish a government armor plate fac­ 
tory of aufflcient capacity to make the 
armor.

Dr. Richard Eisemann of Berlin, for 
years a pnpil of Professor Von Helm- 
hoits, has patented a system which does 
away with tiie levers entirely. He calls 
this ^new appliance the electrophonio 
piano, its distinctive principle consist­ 
ing in the fact that the vibrations of 
the chords are not produced by ham­ 
mers, but by an el^tric current and by 
means of microphones acting as inter* 
rnpters of currents. 


All the delicate and complex mechan­ 
ism of the old piano is done away with. 
The little electric devices me arranged 
on tho crosspiece extending over the 
strings. Upon this electric magnets are 
placed so as to be only a hair’s breadth 
from the strings. 


Pressing down the key sends the eleo- 
tric current into the corresponding else- 
tromsgnet. 
This attracts the metallic 
string below, but the microphone inter­ 
rupts the current and therewith'the at­ 
traction. 
The string returns to its for­ 
mer place, and this continued at^action 
and interruption of the current are carj 
ried on, the number of vibrations being 
regulated by the pitch of the string. 


The high sounds produced by this 
method have a decided harp tone, and 
the lower and middle registers suggest 
the ’cello or the organ. In reality, the 
nstallation of this new system creates 
new instmment, so different are the 
Qualities of sound produced by the new 
method and the old.—New York Jour­ 
nal.

W hite Dome Oeyeer Tellowatone Park. 


^^A mile and a half from the Fountain 
Hotel, and easily reached by bicycle, 
tourist wagon, or by walking, lies a 
hidden basin full of nature's caprices. 
At the entrance, as if on guard, stands 
the immaculate White Dome. A i one 
.pproachcd, he almost expects to be 
nallenged and askedfor aconntert^lgn. 
If such a challenge is given it isi in a 
curious fashion, in the form of a geyser 
eruption, for the White Dome is a gey­ 
ser. It is not unlike the Castle Geyser, 
or the White Pyramid of the Upper 
Geyser Basin. The geyser is a very 
lite, rather dome-shaped 
mound, 
built up from the SQcretions of its 
waters, and is the most conspicuous 
feature of the locality. It ii perhaps 25 
feet high, with a. circumference at the 
base of 75 or 100 feet. Its eruptions come 
at Intervals of from twenty to forty-live 
minutes, being somewnat irregular, 
and the water Is thrown to a height of 
from ten to twenty-five feel.”

Washington, July 26.—The most Im­ 
portant piece of legislation, outside of 
the tarlil bill, enacted by congress at 
the extra session was the amendment 
to the general deflclency bill, limiting 
the cost of armor plate for the three 
new battleships to $300 per ton. In caso 
the secretary of the navy should flnd It 
Impossible to make contracts for armor 
w'lthin the price flxed he was authorlxed 
by this provision to take steps to es­ 
tablish a government armor plate fac­ 
tory of sufficient capacity to make the 
armor. 


In executing this authority he must 
prepare a description and plans and 
specincatlons of the land, buildings and 
machinery suitable for the factory, ad­ 
vertise for proposals and report to con­ 
gress at its next session. In open ses­ 
sion after 
much debate 
the senate 
passed the Cuban belligerency resolu­ 
tion: a bankruptcy bill Including both 
voluntary and involuntary features, 
and the free homes bill. But none of 
these Iniiwrlant questions received con­ 
sideration in the house.

Dr. Bichard Eisemann of Berlin, for 
years a pnpil of Professor Von Helm- 
holts, has patented a system which does 
awny with the leverà entirely. He oalla 
this hew appliance the eleetrophonie 
piauo^ its distinctive principle consist«* 
ing in the fact that the vibrations of 
the chords are not produced by ham­ 
mers, but by an electric current and by 
means of microphones acting as inter­ 
rupters of currents. 


All the delicate and complex mechan­ 
ism of the old piano is done away with.* 
The little electric devices are arranged 
on the crosspiece extending over the 
strings. Upon this electric magnets are 
placed so as to be only a hair’s breadth 
from the strings. 


Pressing down the key sends the eleo- 
trio current into the corresponding elec­ 
tromagnet. 
This attracts the metallic 
string below, but the microphone inter­ 
rupts the current and therewith the at­ 
traction. 
The string returns to its for­ 
mer place, and this continued attraction 
and interruption of the current are carj 
ried on, the number of vibrations being 
regulated by the pitch of the'string. 


The h^gh sounds produoed by this 
method have a decided harp tone, and 
the lower and middle registers suggest 
the 'cello or the organ. In reality, the 
installation of this new system creates 
a new instrument, .so different are the 
qualities of sound produced by the new 
method and the old.—New York Jour­ 
nal.

Not Dig Coal for the East. 
/ 


Pittsburg, July 26.—The delegate con­ 
vention representing southeastern Kan- 
.sas coal miners, In secret session here 
Saturday adopted resolutions indorsing 
the eastern strike, but decided by an 
overwhelming majority against a sym­ 
pathetic strike. 
Organizers T. B. Mc­ 
Gregor, presenting 
credentials from 
Secretary Ryan, of the United Mine 
Workers of Illinois, was refused ad­ 
mittance to the meeting. 


A leading labor man who has been 
national president of one of the greatest 
organizations In the United States said 
yesterday: 
"The operatora must not 
think they can smuggle coal out of 
Kansas to go Into strike territory. It 
is one of the doctrines of organized la­ 
bor that whenever one set men com­ 
mence to do work that Is to the injury 
of organized labor the work becomes 
scab work. 
The miners of southern 
Kansas are union men. As long as they 
mine coal for Kansas and territory 
which they have been accustomed to 
supply 
they 
are occupying 
neutral 
ground, and are not interforlng. W hen 
they mine coal to be used In territory 
usually supplied by miners 
who are 
striking they become in the eyes of or­ 
ganized 
labor 
w hat 
we call scabs. 


• • • Coal is non-union coal as soon 
as it gets Into strlko territory.’* 


Bevler, Mo., July 26.—At the general 
m ass meeting of miners held here dele­ 
gates to the state miners’ convention to 
be held In Sedalla^on the 2“rh were* 
selected. By a vote of 88 to 65 the dele­ 
gates were Instructed to vote to work 
only three days a week until the strike 
in tho east is settled. 
The delegates 
were also instructed to use their best 
endeavors with the state meeting to a r­ 
range for cheaper ix>wder and blatk- 
sm lthlng work. 
The meeting was a t­ 
tended by more than 200 out uf 700 min­ 
ers here.

A letterw asread from President R atch­ 
ford, stating th a t the national organiza­ 
tion could not aid the miners in a finan­ 
cial manner, as less than $650 had been 
received by them and It was necessary 
to use this In getting W est Vli^jlnla out. 
He said the report th a t the national 
committee had received a donation of 
I >50.000 was a fake. The donation was $50. 


Oskaloosa. la.. July 26.—The

miners of the Oskaloosa Coal and Min­ 
ing company a t Beacon and Garfield 
mines held a m ass-m eeting Saturday 
afternoon on account of petty grievances 
of a local nature, made demands upon 
the opem tors, and will strike unless the 
dem ands are granted.
